liugo pillars which originally ornament- 
ed the'front on trance havo been 10- 
movod and tho old hallway has boon 
given to tho salesroom, with tho excep- 
tion of the two ends, which havo boon 
lilted up into a handsome oflico at tlio 
left and a commodious workshop at tho 
right, while all that space at the other 
end of the building, formerly utilized 
for workshops and oflico, has boon 
given to tho salesroom. This gives 
over (1000 Hquaro foot of floor space in 
tho KnloBroom, and, by putting in an- 
other story he bus gained a store-room 
above of about tho same floor space, 
nnd the distance "between joints" is 
about 1(1 feet for tho lower room and 11 
feet in the second. 
For additional 


storage room tho collar, already spa- 
cious, is to bo relieved of about 1CJ 
loads of dirt.

A New Lesion to Qraifd Jurors. 


Tito attendants upon the Court of 


Common 1'loas Tuesday were not a 
littlo surprised whon the grand jury re- 
ported but; throe indictments and this 
surprise was in no way lessoned when 
it was found that six cases, prepar- 
ed by tho authorities, had been refused 
a hearing before tho grand jury by As- 
sistant Attorney General Aldrich. In 
taking tlio oath as grand juror each 
juror swears to "diligently inquire and 
true presentment make of all cfimoi 
and misdemeanors cognizable by this 
court" which shall come to his knowl- 
edge,and City Solicitor Peckham stated 
before tho court that he had a number 
of times acted us attorney general for 
this county and that it had been a com- 
mon practice to bring cases direct to 
the grand jury.' Hut the Assistant At^ 
tornoy General said his practice was 
not In consider any case before the 
grand jury that had not first been bo- 
fore the lower court, unless in special 
instances where justice was liable to 
miscarry, and that he had notified tho 
sheriffs of this State not to summon 
witnesses for, the grand jury for other 
than such cases as came from the dis- 
trict courts, without 
his 
direction. 


The court decided that tho witnesses 
summoned should ho paid, but other- 
wise sustained Mr. Aldrioh's views; 
thus itneod no longer bo considered the 
duty of the juror—as it has boon in tho 
past—to act upon or consider any case 
that docs not como through the attor- 
ney general, or his authorized agent.

The young lady had been of 
unsound mind for some time previous 
to her death, and her mother bad often 
been advised to place her in an asylum. 
Those best acquainted with the family 
are confident that if poison was admin- 
istered it was administered by tho 
young woman herself.

original of this pispatch was written 
at the front, marked 2.05 A. M. ; half an 
hour being required to deliver it at the 
telegraph office.) 


"The bridge over Gravelly Run Capt. Barn- 
ard reports practicable for infantry, and Gen. 
Avres' Division advancing across it towards 
Dinwiddie Court House. 1 have given Ayres 
orders to report to Sheridan.

Then, after getting his troops over 


Gravelly Run and having them proper- 
ly massed along the White Oak Road, 
ready for the proposed movement in 
conjunction with Gen. Sheridan, he is- 
sued the following, which shows how 
explicit was our General, oven in the 
smallest details: 
"HoQRs. 5th ARMV CORPS, April 1,1865. 


Tho following movement is now about to be 
executed. 
Tho lino will IUOTC forward as formed until 


it reaches the White Oak Road, when it will 
swing round to the left perpendicular to the 
White Oak Road.

of Petersburg with its powerful defenc- 
es, perfected and manned through 
long year's tedious labor until iU war! 
were considered impregnable, ami wi 
tho fall of Petersburg of course tl 
evacuation of Richmond uauirully cam 
about, with the entire Cnufvdera 
Army on the retreat to seek n defe 
sive position among tbe mountains. 


Now arose the question of pursuit 


a demoralized and fleeing army, 
course the cavalry could be easily rcai 
for the pursuit, but what of the infai 
try? The troops of Warren had becom 
badly mixed up. The nature of tl 
ground over which they had charge 
was such that in this tangled wildei 
ness of trees, roads, swamps and u 
derbrush, it was somewhat difficult 
reform the troops in their proper orde 
so that divisions, brigades, and reg 
incuts became interminably mixed to 
gctheras the darkening shades of uigl 
enveloped the hosts of our triumphal 
corps. Warren did the best he coul 
to reform his men hurriedly, and mo' 
ed forward in hot pursuit, himself i 
person loading the way along close ai 
ter the retreating enemy.' But wha 
can a mere mob of even victoriou 
troops do on the heels of an alert an 
flying.fue, ablu at any instant. to tui'i 
upon their pursuers with deadly effect 
Gen. Warren was too good a soldie 
attcbopanizer to attempt the advauc 
longerdyerah unknown country, in th 
darkness of the night and muddy con 
dition of the roads and byways, with 
out attempting to in some degree mo 
i>ilizo bin .troop* and bring order but o 
the chaotic mass of men scattered am 
mixed iii every .direction aihid the tail 
gled ways of this dreary region sur 
rounding Five Forks. 


Here, we beljeve, is where the troubl 


t>egan; and on this account GenT Slier: 
dan (who was the ranking officer) com 
mitted an act which, even though just! 
led sometimes in the exigencies of bat 
lo, was a very hasty and, in our opin 
on, a very unjust one. He then an 
there relieved Warren on the very flelo 
of his hard-earned victory, not onl; 
thereby disgracing this brave youn, 
General (who bad planned and toilec 
and fought for four long years). in th 
estimation of his country, but als( 
bringing reproach upon tho voterai 
corps which he commanded, and whicl 
tad distinguished itself on every bat 
tlefield of the Army of the Potomac. 


From the effects of this terrible blow 


IVarren never recovered. The Court o 
[nquiry, which tried to compromise 
matters and whitewash the affair over 
was no relief to .him, and he died of a 
>roken heart at his home in Newport 
R. I., August 2, 1882. 


How the echoes of the Five Forks

How to Tell a Horse's Age. 


The Farm Journal says: "At two 


years old, coltsheils two centre nippers 
at three years old, eolt sheds tho art- 
joining teeth; at four years old, colt 
sheds oulcr or corner teeth; at live 
years old, bridle tooth is up and six 
years cups leave two centre teeth 
below; at seven years old, cups leave 
adjoining tooth: at eight years old, 
cups leave, outer or corner teeth; at 
nine vears old, cups leave two centre 
nippers above; at ton years old, cups 
leave adjoining teeth; at cloven years 
old cups leave comer upper tooth; 
at twelve years or past groove in 
inside of tho bridle tooth disappears 
horse.

How To Clean Dresses. 


Get five cente worth of soap bark 


• from the druggists (about a tcacupful). 


For one dress take half of it and steep 
in about one quart of boiling water for 
about half an hour or more, then strain 
through a cloth. For a silk dress— 
while the li u:d is warm, take a piece 
of white flannel and dip into it at inter- 
vals, and rub the silk, or satin, with it 
till it seems cleansed. When done, pull 
the material straight sud hang it to dry; 
do not iron either the silk or the satin. 
If the dress is very much soiled, use 
clean liquor to rinse it; but-do uot use 
clear water lor silk, or it will stiffen up 
well. For a woolen dress, dip tho part 
to be cleansed, or the whole of it, if 
needed, into the liquor. This can be 
rinsed in the same, after washing, or 
In clear warm water. If very dirty put 
the dress to soak in a!tub, in the liquor 
with more water added, before cleaning 
or washing. The woolen goods should 
be pressed before they are quite dry. 
Water in which potatoes have been 
boiled will cleanse delicate colored 
woolen or worsted goods. 
The dress 


should be wet all over. Use no soap. 
Rinse in clear warm water. 
Press 


•while still damp. This will not injure 
the most delicate colors. Tho liquor 
in which soap bark has been steeped, 
when used cold, is excellent for wash- 
ing blue lawns that are easily faded. It 
should'be washed with more water 
than is used for woolens. 


Pimples.

Our plan is to 
half fill a.harrel with this mixture and 
then moisten the mass (with cold water 
in summer and hot water in winter), 
doing this in the afternoon or evening, 
and then feeding it, diluted to tho 
proper consistency, next morning, by 
which time it will have soured suffi- 
ciently. It is well to add a couple of 
handfuls of salt as well as half n peck 
or to of charcoal. This charcoal can 
readily bo secured on the farm, whore 
wood fires arc used, by sieving the wood 
ashes and using the bits of charcoal 
which remain in tho sieve.— [Breeders' 
Journal. 


Points of a Good Cow. 


A cow, says tho Farm. Stock and 


Home, is in her prime when she is from 
four to six years old, and the best pay- 
ing time to buy is just after tho birth 
of her second or third calf. Promi- 
nence and fullness of milk veins, and 
velvety softness of skin are good indi- 
cations. Tho milk veins should run 
down on either side toward the udder, 
be easily perceptible to tho eyo, or 
readily found by pressure of tho hand. 
Their hair should not be hard, rough 
or staring. 
Symmetry, fullness and 


softness of the udder, which should be 
well spread out, projecting behind tho 
legs, and also reaching well forward 
under the belly; it should feel soft and 
thin to the touch, and an absence of 
floshncBS or thickness. 
The numbei 


and condition of the teats should bo 
natural: if ono teat.is lacking, a fourth 
loss milk will bo the result. A cow's 
uctdor Is not, as some suppose, a barrel 
with four taps, but is divided into four 
different compartments, called milk 
glands, each of which has its own tap 
or teat, It is not only important that 
the full number of teats bo present and 
in working order, but it is desirable 
that they bo well placed, not crowded 
together, but well apart, and at nearly 
equal distances apart; thoy should be 
rather long anc! tapering. Another im- 
portant point is quietness and docility 
of disposition. These qualities uro in- 
dicated by large, mild and clear eyes, 
and nn air of contentment generally. 
A cow that is quiet and contented feeds 
at ease, chows her cud with entire sat- 
isfaction, and will • secrete more milk 
than a restless, turbulent animal, even 
if it lias similar milking characteris- 
tics. 


To Cure Fever.

Invariably from sunrise to sunset.—

cents a day; at Lancaster, $8 to $10 a 
mouth; 
elsewhere in reuusylvania 


workmen were content with to in sum- 
mer and ?!> in winter. At Baltimore 
men were glnd lo be hired at IS pence 
a day. None, by the month, asked 
more than $11. At Kredoricksburg tho 
price of labor was from $5 to S7. In 
Virginia white men employed by the 
year were ,tl(! currency; slaves, when 
hired, wore clothed and their masters 
paid i'l a month. A pound of Virgin- 
ia money was. in Federal money, $8.38, 
The average rate of wages the laud over 
was, therefore, $05 a year, with food 
and perhaps, lodging. Out of this small 
sum tho workman must, with his wife's 
help, maintain his family.—[McMaster's 
History.

A BOTTLE TO-DAYlli 


Pltt3iI>ENTIAL TOUIlg. 


Waihlngtoii Set» the Pa«hlon-The Firs 


Tour of a Vreifldent of the Unite 
States—Jaokson'M Presidential Trip. 
On Monday, October 5, 1780, Pros 


ilout Washington wrote as follows i 
.ris diary: 
"Had conversation wit 


Colonel Hamilton on the propriety 
my making a tour through tho Easter 
Stales durinf! tho recess of Congress t 
acquire knowledge of the face of tli 
country, thu growth and agricultur 
thereof, and tile temper and dispositio 
of tho inhabitants toward the 
no* 


Government, who thought it a very dt 
sirable plan and advised it according 
ly." On the following day ho writes 
"Conversed with General Knox, Se'cre 
tnry of War, on the above tour, whc 
also recommended 
it accordingly.' 


Two days later, he notes that "'Mi 
Madison finds no impropriety in th 
trip to the 
Eastward, 
and 
Join 


Jay highly approves the idea and ob 
serves that a similar visit will be ex 
pected by the Southern States." 


It is in these lines that we find th 


origin of Presidential tours. Washing 
ton carried out the plan hero indicated 
His example has been followed by t 
number of his successors, and it find 
its counterpart in the Western journe; 
of President Cleveland this fall. Pros 
ident Washington's tours were,' how 
ever, far different from those of the 
Executives of the past generation. 1 
was before tho days of the turu-piki 
and tho railroad, and tho four horse 
coach took the place of tho Rpccia 
drawing-room car. 


But President Washington had th' 


finest turnouts of his time. Ilig horses 
were blooded ones, and his Englisl 
coach was the wonder of Now York. 
"It was," says Lossing, "drawn by foui 
spirited bay horses, governed by a driv- 
er and a postilion, both in livery, ant 
iccompanied by outriders. Tho coacli 
was of cream color, and was suspended 
:>n heavy leather straps, resting npoi: 
iron springs. The upper part, sides 
front and rear, were furnished will 
Venetian blinds and black leather cur- 
:ains. Upon the door Washington's 
irms were emblazoned, and upon the 
janels upon each side of the doors 
,vcro design emblematic of the four 
seasons, painted upon copper, or a 
lark green ground by tho celebrated 
Italian artist, Cipriani." 


The servants that accompanied Wash- 


ngton on his drives while in Philadel- 
phia were white, and their livery was 
of white cloth trimmed with scarlet or 
orange. During his Presidential tours 
10 traveled in his best style, and the 
Presidential procession, as it 
went 


ihrougb the various states, was the 
wonder of people. Tho Eastern tour 
jcgan on the 10th of October, 1789, and 
;he President's equipage was a chariol 
drawn by four spirited bay horses, 
which had been raised at Mount Ver- 
lon. Mrs. Washington would not/ ac- 
company him, though Lossing says he 
lesired her to do so; and ho made his 
;rips with his private secretary, Tobias 
Jear, and his official secretary, Major 
William Jackson, who rode beside the 
chariot on horseback. He had also a 
retinue of six servants, among whom 
vas his noted body-servant, Billie, ol 
Revolutionary fame. He was escorted 
out of New York by Chief Justice John 
Jay, Secretary of the Treasury Alexan- 
ler Hamilton and Secretary of War 
Knox, who rode on horseback as far as 
[tye. in Westcbcstcr county. 


The tnur extended to Portsmouth, N. 


II., and Washington. 
The President 


•eturncd to New York on the Ifitb of 
Vovember. having been gone nearly 
ono month. During this tour, and tho 
our through the Southern States, 
vhich he took two years later, he was 
•cccived every where wit!) great demon- 
:trations of respect and honor. 
Busi- 


icss was suspended, bells were rung 
ind guns fired. There were civic and 
uilitary processions, and the President 
ode into the various towns under tri- 
imphal arches, emblazoned with mot- 
oes eulogizing tho "Great Washing- 
on." 


"After Washington the next purely 


'residential tour was that of Monroe, 
vhoso roign was known as the era of 
;ood-feeling. In the summer of 1817 
Je took a tour throughout the North. 
Ic left Washington in June, and was 
onvcycd up the Delaware from Wash- 
igton in a gorgeous barge, which was 
ncd with crimson velvet and which 
vas rowed by sixteen oarsmen dressed 
n scarlet vests, white sleeves and white 
ronsors. Monroe was a great stickler 
or dress, and it was he, I think, who 
nrned one of his relatives away from a 
Vhitc House reception because he wore 
garment not suitable for the occasion. 
,t this time he wore a dark blue coat, 
uff-colored breeches of dogskin and 
op boots, with a military cocked hat of 
le fashion of the Revolution, and a 
lack ribbon cockade. 
Ho was every- 


where received with the greatest en- 
niniasm, and all Now York, New 
faven, Hartford and Springfield turned 
ut to do him honor. 
At Boston the 


greatest crowd that the city had seen 
since the visit of Washington, twenty- 
nil yean, before, came together, and

fort. In the harbor: The whole oil; 
<*ai decorated, and » cavalcade of citi 
zeni wcorted him into th* city. 


From Botton Prwldeut Monroe wen 


through New llmnpthire, where h 
called upon the lady who ai a girl h»t 
drauvd the woundi he received wlill 
in the Revolutionary War, and he me 
everywhere old Revolutionary toldiers 
with whom he had served. He orotaec 
the State of Vermont to Platteaburg, IS 
V., and then proceeded to Sackett' 
Harbor, Ogdensburgh and Detroit. II 
returned to Washington in the latte 
part of September, having consume 
four months in a tour that could now 
ho gone over by continuous travel i 
about four days. 


Judge A. It. Uotelor, now of th 


Attorney General's office at Washing 
ton, was a boy at Princeton Collcj 
when President Jackson made hi 
famous tour through the Eastern Stato 
in 1633. it was taken shortly after h:

H 
rode in a splendid 4-horse coach, whic 
wag driven by Old Resides, the note< 
stage owner, and General Eaton, th 
Secretary of War, sat beside Jackso 
in the coach. About mid-way in th« 
journey a poor woman was seen out i 
the plowed fields alongside of the roar 
hurrying towards the carriage. Sh 
had almost reached the road when th 
carriages came up. 
The coaclimo 


wore about to whip up their horses 
when Jackson, seeing the woman, cal' 
od out in stentorian tonos, "Halt!" 


"As the carriage stopped, ho said tc 


Eaton: •Don't you see that lady? Sh 
wishes to meet us.' 


•'At this moment tho poor bare-head 


ed woman, with a little boy under he 
arm, bad reached the fence. As sh 
crawled through and stood lookiu. 
anxiously from ono face of tho party tc 
the other, General Jackson raised hi 
tall white hat and courteously sail 
'Madam, can we do anything for you? 


"Rather abashed, tho poor woman re 


plied: '1 want to see the President.' 


"At this Jackson again raised hi 


hat and said: 'I am lie and I am glac 
to know you. And is that fine boy 
your baby? Lot mo have him.' 


."Tho woman handed tho dirty-facci 


infant to Old Hickory. Jackson too] 
it and hold it up before him. 


'"Ab! there is a fine specimen o 


American childhood. I think, madam 
your son will make a fine man som 
day.' 


"Then, with a quick gesture, he pu 


tho dirty face of tho infant close to th 
face of Secretary Eaton, saying quickly 
and soberly: 'Eaton, kiss him I' 


"General Eaton pretended to do ac 


with a wry face, amid the laughter o 
Jio crowd, and Jackson then handc( 
tho baby back to the happy mother.' 


Judge Botolcr once told this story to 


President Hayes and ho profited by it 
There is no reason why Secretaries 
Whitney, Fail-child andEudicottshouU 
:iot render the same assistance to Pres 
dent Cleveland. 


President Jackson received a gram 


ovation in Now York, and at Newport 
Concord, Providence and Boston there 
wero grand demonstrations in his hon 
or. At Boston, Harvard College made 
lim an LL. D. Ono of the seniors ad 
dressed him with a speech of welcome 
n Latin. "He might," as the late Judge 
)avid Davis once said, "as well have 
ulked to him in Choctaw on the sub 
cctof raising hens, for the whole was 
inintelligible to Old Hickory." 


Tho tour, though successful in rais- 


ng friends for tho President, was full 
)f accidents. In New York the bridge 
hat connected Castle Garden with tho 
iattery gavo way with the weight o] 
be crowd upon it just as the Presidcnl 
andcd on the other side, and preclpi- 
atod tho spectators into tho water. No 
tie was hurt, though Major Jack 
Jowning says Governor Marey tore his 
lantaloons, and Lewis Cass lost his 
ng. Again, according to Parton, who 
s my chief authority relative to JaeIc- 
on's tours, tho General's horse took 
right going up Broadway, and on ono 
ccasion the wadding of a cannon came 
nthin a few inches of singing the Gcn- 
iral's bristling head of frosted hair. 
'here was the same unfortunate oxpc- 
iencc in Boston, where, by over-excr- 
ion, ho was taken with an attack of 
leeding at the lungs. The carpets on 
he hotel floors were doubled, the 
trects outside wore covered with tan, 
nd the strictest silence was kept while 
e was confined to his room. After a 
ow days he became better, and at 
nee set out to return to Washington.—

aged, It Is a mjratrrv how (rcl(ht|bM» 
of roads separated by tho breadth o 
the continent come to be «iad» op li 
one train; how they «m'git back to 
the lines of the companies bj whom 
they are owned, aud why they are not 
'lost, atrayed or stolen.' Oftentlnw* 
the freight train* which run into Phil 
adelphia on tho 1'enngylvania, lines wil 
be made up of can bearing the Initials 
of companies thousands of miles apart. 
Yet every one of these oars is account 
etl for, its movements recorded. Take 
as an example, a great railway having 
5,000 freight ears, and it is likely thai 
on any given day, from 1000 to 2000 of 
those cars will be scattered over the 
United States on scores of different 
lines or road and yet so simple and per- 
fect is the system that, with a compar- 
atively small force of clerks, the gener- 
al car agent can tell within »few miles 
of tho point where car 3051 is to-day 
and if it is not promptly accounted for 
can very accurately place tho responsi 
btlity for its detention. 


The necessity of such a system is ap- 


parent, when it is known that every 
railroad company using on its line a 
car owned by another company is com 
polled to pay two and three-fourth 
cento for every mile tho car is moved 
over its lino, whether it be empty or 
full. Of course, if it is full, tho com 
pany gets freight charges for the eargo 
but if empty, the two and three-fourth! 
cents is a dead loss to them. From 
motives of economy the general princi 
pie then,'with every road, is that i 
should be run loaded both ways ovei 
the road whenever this is possible. Foi 
example, if the Wabash wore to make 
rates for the shipment of 200 car loads 
of merchandise from Chicago to a poiu 
on the Pennsylvania Company's lines 
it would endeavor so far as practicable 
to load it upon cars of the Pennsylvania 
Company, tlius sparing its rolling stock 
accommodating the Pennsylvania Com 
pany and saving the two and three 
fourths cents per mile which every roa< 
exacts for the use of its cars by ever; 
other. 


Thus a car of the Boston and Maine 


road might bo loaded with general mer 
chandise from Portland, Maine, to San 
Francisco. After it is unloaded the 
question of its return arises. To send i 
back light would moan an expense 01 
some sixty dollars. Hence it may bo 
loaded with fruit to Salt Lake City; 
with household furniture to Omaha 
thence with grain to Kansas City; ro 
loaded there with sand for St. Louis 
take another cargo to Cincinnati, an 
other to Philadelphia, another to New 
York, and still another to Boston. A! 
the time tho car is being run on other 
roads than its own tho companies using 
it pay the mileage named, whether it is 
full or ompty, and this gives them an 
incentive to load it whenever possible. 


In the office of every company is kepi 


a sot of books where its cars are enter- 
ed by numbers, and their movements 
frdm'day to day are entered. Supposo 
a car of tho Michigan Central road to 
pass oil from its line, onrouto to Chat 
tanooga, Tonn. It would naturally go 
to Toledo and there bo delivered to the 
Cincinnati and Hamilton, to which il 
would bo promptly charged. When it 
reached Cincinnati, tho Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton would send a 
postal card, 'Deliver car 1001 to L. and 
N.,' otherwise tho Louisville and Nash- 
ville road. When the car returned it 
might be delivered to tho Louisville, 
Now Albany and Chicago road, and 
roach tho Michigan Central again at 
Chicago,'or come back by any one of a 
dozen different routes, but whatever 
ono it took, at every junction point the 
road delivering tho car would send its 
card of notification, so that the record 
s complete, and ovory road using the 
car for however short a distance IB 
charged tho mileago. 


Any railroad using tho car of another 


is supposed to inspect itwhon tendered 
ind to refuse to receive it unless it is in 
good condition. Once accepted the car 
nust be returned to its owner, or to tho 
proper connecting road In as good con- 
dition as when received, necessary 
wear and tear oxcopted. If a car be 
destroyed by fire or otherwise tho road 
?non which tho accident occurs is ab- 
solutely responsible and must pay its 
valuo. Similarly it must make all nec- 
essary current repairs. 


To hunt up missing cars and keep 


hem from lying idle when they might 
bo making money, each railroad com- 
lany has a number of officials known 
is ''car-tracers," who are constantly on 
tho go. If it is found that a car or a 
number of cars have not boon moved 
or some time tho tracers following 
hem up to the point where they were 
ast reported, often finds that they are 
ying on a siding with loads of lumber, 
tone or something of that sort, which 
he consignee has failed to remove.— 
Vhenever there is a serious smashup or 
i blockade each company hurries ono 
)f its "tracers" to the point to look up 
ts cars, get the numbors of those de- 
troyed or move oii those detained. 
Sometimes it takes a deal of dunning 
o induce railroads to give up cars that 
hey get. into their possession. Espec- 
ally is this true of roads that are poor 
y equipped and unable to raise fund 
:o buy cars. These find the rolling stock 
f other roads very convenient for their 
ocal traffic, and will sometimes keep it 
intil dispelled to disgorge. Then the 
ar tracer camps on tho trail of the car 
r cars, taking them up at the point 
vhero thcirdclivery is indicated by the 
ast "junction ticket," and as a freight 
ar is too large to conveniently hide, he 


generally succeeds.
